College the following week. Following 
the loss, Wallace commented, "This was 
the toughest loss of my career." 

In the women’s action, the Lady 
Bears defeated East Central 63-52 in the 
semifinals to face Co-Lin in the 
championship game. Unfortunately, the 
momentum for the Lady Bears ended 
with a 70-65 defeat to rival Co-Lin. It 
was the third match-up for the two 
teams, and the Lady Wolves had gnawed 
away two of the wins...this one being the 
most important. Although disappointed, 
the Lady Bears advanced with the men’s 
team to the Region XXIII Tournament. 

With Regionals closer to home, 
Clinton, Mississippi, the Bears failed to 
regain the formula that had carried 
them throughout the season, falling 91- 
82 to Bossier Parish in their Regional 
opener. Coupled with a defeat to 

Holmes in the State Tournament, the 
Bears’ first two-game losing streak 
brought the season to a 20-5 end. 

The Lady Bears, however, 

continued to advance after a decisive 68- 
54 victory over Northeast, followed by 
80-68 romp over Meridian in 
Regionals. Only one team, Co-Lin, and 
one victory stood between the Lady 
Bears and the National 

Junior/Community College Women’s 
Basketball Tournament. At now the 
fourth showdown of the season for these 
two teams, unfortunately, the result was 
the same as the previous three...Co-Lin 
came away victorious. Although the 
Lady Wolves prevailed, it was a bitter

fight until the end with only four points, 
70-66, separating the teams. Co-Lin 
would go to Kansas; Southwest would 
come home. 

Even though neither Bear team saw 
national action, they gained national 
attention. Lady Bears’ coach expressed 
it best with his comments during the 
Regionals, "These ladies have done over 
and beyond what people expected of 
them. To come in here and do what 
they did is simply awesome." The same 
could be said for the Bears. 

With the women’s team finishing 21- 
7 and a national ranking of 25 and the 
men’s team finishing 20-5 and a 
national ranking of 19, basketball action 
in Spring 2002 was one for the record 
books and one in which both teams saw 
state action.

all term for academic year 2002- 
2003 began August 11, 2002, as 

students moved into the dorms, followed 
by Freshman Orientation on Monday 
and registration on Tuesday and 
Wednesday.

j/Sl fter years of planning and building, 
vision became reality with the opening of 
the new student union across from the 
Vo-Tech building. 

On September 6, 2002, this $5.8 
million, 40,000 square-foot, two-story, 
comprehensive Student Union Building 
envisioned ten years ago, hosted the 
third annual Southwest Mississippi Eco¬ 
nomic Symposium. By the beginning of 
October, students were eating their 
meals in the new dining facility, and the 
cafeteria was fully operational by 
October 18, when Southwest hosted a 
reception honoring President Holmes. 

By the end of October, its small 
auditorium had hosted organizational 
initiations and community meetings. 
The Hall of Fame and Board rooms had 
received ordered furnishings. Books, 
Southwest "goods," and school supplies 
had moved into the new bookstore. 


What were once empty rooms and open 
spaces now breathed with life. 

During the planning and 
construction phases, the newest building 
on campus had been called several 
names, from the multi-complex building 
to the student union to the student 
union/cafeteria building. 

Board president Hollis Alford 
ended the confusion during the 
celebration for President Holmes on 
October 18. He announced that the 
Board had named the new facility the 
Horace C. Holmes Student Union in 
honor of President Holmes’ half-century 
service to Southwest. 

As students go in and out its doors, 
the years of dreaming, planning, and 
building seem few. This hub of activity 
will surely be enjoyed for decades to 
come by thousands of students and 
others.

X f you rented a movie at the local 
Blockbuster, grabbed some Coke from 
Winn-Dixie, dashed through Popeye’s 
for a box of chicken, drove home, and 
plopped your feet up to watch your 
rental, you encountered computers at 
every turn. Computers drive businesses. 

Realizing the importance of 

computer literacy, Southwest required its 
graduates to demonstrate competency. 
Many enrolled in Introduction to 
Computer to get the basics, but 

continued into Microcomputer Applica¬ 
tions for more in-depth experience with 
spreadsheets and PowerPoint. Compu¬ 
ter and engineering majors spent even 
more time behind the computer as they 
developed and tested programs. 

But, having a knowledge of how 
business works was as essential as 
knowing how to boot up a computer. 
Classes in accounting, business law, 

computerized accounting, statistics, and 
real estate gave students a foundation of 
business principles. 

Whether you become a computer 
programmer or an accountant, compu¬ 
ters will be a major part of your life. 
Southwest understands that business and 
computers go hand in hand, and it 

wants to ensure that its students can 
handle the union. 
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Ashley Montet, Brenda Kyzar, and Mary 
Wallace closely watch every step because they 
know that skipping a simple step in an 
algebra problem spells disaster. 

Students in Real Numbers listen intently as 
Dori Richardson tells how Indians counted 
by making notches on sticks. 


G iven a list of numbers, you dig 
inside your cluttered purse or desk 
drawer for a calculator to simplify the 
task. Early civilizations developed 
methods for counting as well, beginning 
with the abacus used by the Babylonians 
in 3000 BC and notched sticks used by 
Indians to the first calculating machine 
invented in France in 1642...facts 
students in Real Numbers learned. And 
they learned much more in their quest 
to understand our number system in 
order to teach math to others. 

Traditionally only students 
preparing for elementary education 
enroll in Real Numbers, but all students 
are required to master College Algebra 
to graduate from Southwest. Students 
with a strong algebra background go 
directly into College Algebra; students 
with a weaker background enter either 
Elementary or Intermediate Algebra. 

Math, computer, and engineering 
majors endure additional semesters in 
the advanced maths of calculus and 
differential equations.

engineering, medical technology,

medicine, environmental science, or 
pharmacy searched for deeper scientific 
principles through chemistry, physics, 
botany, zoology, microbiology, and 
anatomy and physiology. 

Each week students trekked across 



campus to meet their lab partners. In 
laboratories, science instructors had 
prepared hands-on experiments for 
students to discover the scientific 
principles that dictated their daily lives. 

Following printed directions in 
biology lab, students joined marsh¬ 
mallows together to form reebops which 
demonstrated the meiosis process. 

Chemistry students mixed chemicals 
and recorded reactions. Anatomy and 
physiology students used a skeleton, 
affectionately named "Fred," to 
understand the bone system, 
microbiology students gasped as they 
peered through a microscope at samples 
collected from the building’s water 
fountain, and activities in physics 
showed students how the body reacts to 
unseen forces. 

The principles that seem so easy 
today were once considered scientific 
mysteries. Thus, the inquisitive minds 
of yesterday who sought to solve 
scientific mysteries led the way to our 
understanding basic scientific principles.

A ccording to an Internet source, 
researchers suggest that the maximum 
average human life span will reach 100 
in about six decades. In fact, researchers 
from Duke University and Cambridge 
University reviewed longevity data from 
developed countries, including Aus¬ 
tralia, Iceland, Japan, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and the 
United States, and found that life 
expectancy in such countries is steadily 
increasing by three months per year. 

This new information plus the fact 
that world life expectancy has more than 
doubled over the past two centuries, 
from roughly 25 years to about 65 for 
men and 70 for women, opportunities as 
a health care professional to care for an 
aging population are becoming more 
and more obvious. 

Southwest did its part to prepare 
workers for the health care field 
through its two-year ADN program, one- 
year LPN program, and one-semester 
Nurses Aid program. In each program, 
students learned nursing fundamentals 
they could use to educate the public 
about healthy lifestyles or to spring into 
action when time counts. 
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As future diesel mechanics, Cory Stringer 
and D’Mario Webber pull wrenches in class 
now, but will pull wrenches for a paycheck 
later. 

After completing Southwest’s Commercial 
Truck Driving program, Kenny Ard, 
Antoine Damond, and Tacorey Howard will 
put their knowledge to the test on America’s 
highways and bi-ways. 


T he American Heritage College 
Dictionary defines vocation as "a regular 
occupation for which a person is 
particularly suited or qualified." 
Technical refers to specialized qualities. 
Join the two words together and you get 
one of more than twenty vocational- 
technical programs offered in 
Southwest’s vo-tech division. 

Here, instructors worked with their 
students to find programs suited to their 
abilities and interests.

D uring the months from August until October, Bear fans 
took to the stands to cheer for their favorite college team — the 
Bears, of course. Defense had been the stronghold for the 2001 
team and with many of die strength gone to Division 1 action, fans 
wondered if the newcomers could rise to the challenge. 

In fact, Head Coach Dom Green wondered also if his extensive 
recruiting efforts were successful in replacing the Kelvin Morrises, 
the Demarcus Johnsons, the Roy Williamses, and the Chad Mascoes 
of past. "I’ve told our team you’d better be ready to play when the 
lights come on," commented Green in an interview for the 
Enterprise Journal (EJ) in its annual special football section. "I feel 
good about the spirit of this team...They’ve got to feel good about 
themselves in order to win." 

The Bears kicked off the 2002 football season on a winning 
note, defeating Coahoma 36-0 on the road in the season opener. 
Southwest running back Barry Crockett led all rushers with 81 
yards on 13 carries and two touchdowns. The Southwest defense 
allowed Coahoma only two sustained drives, both coming in the 
second half, but stopped them short of scoring each time. The 
season was off to a good start, and many doubts about the offense 
and defense were subsiding. 

The taste of victory soured as Southwest fell 7-3 to Holmes the 
following week. Their 3-0 halftime lead, thanks to Tim Wright’s 
22-yard field goal in the second quarter, failed to hold against the 
Bulldogs. 

A victory escaped the Bears, falling 17-14, in its season opener 
on home turf against Hinds. Hinds jumped out to an early 10-0 
lead, but the determined Bears would never stand for that. These 
fierce challengers trailed 17-14 with time remaining for one final 
score. Southwest quarterback Reggie Lindsey let loose a Hail Mary 
into the corner of the end zone. Fans stood and gasped as the pass 
went in and then out of a Bear receiver’s hands as the game ended. 

"It hurt deep inside to feel you won the game physically, but 
came up short on the scoreboard," Coach Green commented after 
the Hinds loss. "We had chances to win the ball game, but it was 
too little, too late." 

After two back-to-back losses, you might think the team would 
give up, but not the Bears. They worked fiercely on the mistakes 
that had plagued the team as they geared up for Northeast, and 
geared up and ready to play they were. 

Despite dropping their last two games, Southwest made a 
statement against unbeaten Northeast with a commanding 20-2 
romp. In a defensive struggle, Southwest had three interceptions 
and five sacks, returning two interceptions for touchdowns. The 
Southwest kicking was also a key to the victory. Punter Tim 
Wright, the state’s leading punter, averaged 42 yards per punt on 
seven attempts. 

Entering the Jones game the following week fresh off a decisive 
victory, the Bears for the fifth straight week would face an unbeaten 
team, but as far as Coach Green was concerned, the Bears were 
unbeaten as well. 

"I still feel we haven’t lost a game. Nobody has whipped us 
physically. Mistakes are why we’re 2-2," Coach Green said. 

Determination described this Bear organization, and with the 
Jones Bobcats coming up next, these fierce Bear challengers were 
ready for action.

(Unfortunately, Jones, ranked No. 3 
nationally, doubled Southwest’s 13 
points, winning 26-13 in Jones’ 
homecoming game. The Bears came out 
to an early 6-0 lead with 4:36 left in the 
first quarter, but were unable to hold 
this intensity the entire game. Their 
remaining points came with 1 1 seconds 
left in the third quarter when Tim 
Wright’s conversion made it 26-13. 
Wright punted seven times against the 
Bobcats for a 45-yard average, including 
punts of 78 and 60 yards. 

With four games remaining in the 
season, Southwest went back to the 
drawing board in search of ways to turn 
the tide. However, the tide didn’t turn 
as the Bears dropped the games against 
Pearl River, Gulf Coast, and Co-Lin, 
often in the final seconds of play, but 
the Bears remained determined to die 
bitter end of each challenge. 
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nd each time, determination was 
not enough as the last minutes of play 
produced wins for the opponents. 

With the score tied at 10-10 and 
8 seconds remaining on the clock 
against archrival Co-Lin, the Bears 
were in place to block an attempted 
25-yard field goal. The snap to 
Wolves holder Billy Williams was low, 
so Williams found his way into the 
end zone for a touchdown on the 
final play of the game. 

"I really do feel like we’re 
snakebit," commented Coach Dom 
Green to the EJ. "There’s those 
games against Hinds and Holmes. 
We could write a book on how 
snakebit we are. The kids fought 
hard and gave a great effort. I know 
they’re tired coming up short at the 
very end. I’m tired of it." 

Obviously they were tired of 
being the loser as the Bears 
rebounded in the final game of the 
season by defeating East Central 20- 
13, knocking the Warriors out of the 
playoffs and ending some frustration 
the Bears might have had after losing 
the previous four games on final 
drives. 

"This was a great way to end the 
season. To win it in the fourth 
quarter like we did made it even 
sweeter. We did what it took to win, 
finally," responded Coach Green. 

During its history, the Bear 
organization has seen successful and 
not so successful seasons, yet the 
players have always remained 
determined to give it their all in each 
competition. This year was no 
different. They were fierce 

challengers to the bitter end. 

Now with the season concluded 
and final tallies completed, the 2002 
season was not the most successful 
one in Bear history, but the players 
considered themselves winners. Why? 
No scores can record the friendships, 
the camaraderie, or the memories 
these Bears took with them from the 
playing fields of Southwest.

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W W ith a whistle blown and a tip off, die 2002-2003 
basketball action began at Mary Holmes College on Saturday, 
November 2, 2002, and not before the Bears were ready. After 
weeks of practicing and conditioning, the Bears hit the 
hardwoods in search of that first win, which came 93-86. Willie 
Depron, the lone starter from the winning 2001-2002 season, 
joined other sophomores Josh Matthews and Nic Wilson as they 
welcomed newcomers Nic Gamble, Marcus Elliott, B. J. Griffith, 
and Toby Coleman. 

Off to a winning start, the Bears dropped the next three 
games by a total of only eleven points. "When you’ve got so many 
freshmen as we do, you’ve got to pick your bumps and bruises. 
You’ve got to have some growing pains," commented Bears 
Coach Bill Wallace to the EJ. 

And grew they did, but not without many bumps, bruises, 
and losses along the way before Christmas break. With an 8-3 
record at mid-point, Bear fans hoped the Christmas break and 
time with family and friends would "season" the Bear team. 

Whether time off or stuffed turkeys helped, no one knows, 
but what fans do know is that the Bears returned to the courts 
after Christmas stuffing the baskets. In their January 16 game 
and 83-61 win against Gulf Coast, the Southwest men shot 60% 
from the field, 17-of-20 from the free throw line, and 6-of-10 
from beyond the 3-point line. 

Coach Wallace commented, "We have been working on a lot 
of shooting every day. This is the most I’ve ever worked. We 
weren’t making shots in previous games." 

The extra work paid off for the Bears as the drive continued 
the next week with a 78-67 win over 4-0 Jones and a nail-biting 
71-68 win over archrival Co-Lin. Sophomore guard Willie 
Depron’s 3-pointer from the right side with 0.03 seconds left in 
regulation lifted the Bears to this dramatic win over the Wolves. 
With a tied 68-68 score and 4.9 seconds left in regulation play, 
Wallace called time to regroup the team. Josh Matthews 
inbounded to Marcus Elliott who dribbled in to draw a foul. Cut 
off and unable to complete his mission, he dished off to Depron, 
who swished the game-winner. 

As far as fans were concerned, the season ended that night. 
Nothing was sweeter to them than a Bear defeating a Wolf, yet a 
rematch remained on February 17 and several season games 
remained before state tournament. 

Whatever the outcome of these final games, Bear fans have 
seen a season in which Bears used their speed and agility to stuff 
baskets in practice and in which Bears continued to stuff baskets 
in action when it really counted.

ention the name Southwest and you 
automatically think of President Horace 
C. Holmes. Why? For many, Southwest 
Mississippi Community College and 
Horace C. Holmes are synonymous, and 
understandably so. 

Under his leadership, Southwest has 
become a respected member of the 
community college system and a leader 
of continuing education in this area. 
This year, President Holmes celebrated 
fifty-five years in education, serving fifty 
of them at Southwest where he has 
influenced the lives of thousands. For 
his many contributions and his fifty 
years of service, Southwest paid tribute 
to President Holmes on October 18, 
2002. It was his moment in time. 

Holmes began his service to 
Southwest in 1953 when then President 
H. T. Huddleston lured Holmes from 
Loyd Star to coach boys’ basketball and 


teach psychology at Southwest. 
Although he initially planned to stay 
only one year, Holmes fell in love with 
Southwest and remained. 

He became the dean of men in 1955 
while continuing his teaching 
responsibilities. Then, in 1957, he 
became assistant to the president without 
relinquishing any of his other duties. 
By 1962, Holmes was dean of 
instruction, a role he continued until 
July 1, 1972, when he assumed the 
presidency of Southwest. 

After assuming the helm, Holmes 
wasted no time in transforming the 
campus. Thirty years ago, instructors’ 
salaries at Southwest were the lowest of 
all two-year college salaries; now they 
rank in the top five. Southwest boasts 
the only program in the United States in 
rotary drilling and equipment relative to 
drilling for water, petroleum, or

Since the beginning of time, man has recorded time. The first 
"time keepers" may have been sticks stuck into die sand where 
casting shadows marked the passing hours. 

Although the word clock was first used in die 14th century AD, 
Egyptians used water clocks as early as the 3rd century BC to record 
time. Hourglasses and sundials evolved through the ages, lending 
foundations to today’s watches and clocks with digital and 
mechanical gadgets and features to suit individual needs, 
preferences, and lifestyles. 

Today’s students know little about hourglasses or that candles 
with a nail inserted into the wax were used as the first alarm clock 
— whenever the candle wax melted down to the nail then the nail 
would fall into a tin pan and make a noise — but clocks and 
watches became their trusted friend or brutal enemy. 

For athletes, stop watches were dreaded weapons in the hands of 
coaches. Wall clocks received steady glances as students longed for 
classes to end. And, alarm clocks and/or watches with alarms 
ensured timely arrivals to classes. 

Take time to look at the hundreds of students who relied on 
timepieces to keep them on time.
